The  Conservation  Of  The 
Sabbath  Ark  Curtain 

In  June,  1983,  Ita  Aber  and  her 
associate,  Irma  Schreiber,  began  the 
restoration  of  the  Sabbath  Ark  Curtain  at 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue.  Ms.  Aber,  an  art 
historian,  textile  conservator  and  em¬ 
broiderer,  has  done  restoration  and  conser¬ 
vation  work  at  the  Theodore  Roosevelt  bir¬ 
thplace,  the  Jewish  Museum  and  the 
Yeshiva  University  Museum. 

The  curtain  had  been  made  some  thirty 
five  years  ago  by  Mrs.  Edelman,  who  had 
been  trained  in  the  Christian  ecclesiastical 
tradition  in  Europe.  Beginning  in  1948  and 
continuing  over  a  period  of  several  years, 
Mrs.  Edelman  made  a  white  ark  curtain  for 
Rosh  Hashanah  and  Yom  Kippur,  a  blue 
ark  curtain  for  the  three  festivals  and  a  red 
curtain  for  the  Sabbath.  Each  curtain  has 
12  matching  mantles  for  the  12  scrolls  that 
are  used  in  the  synagogue,  nine  in  the  sanc¬ 
tuary  and  three  in  the  chapel. 

Thirty-five  years  of  constant  use  took  its 
toll  on  the  Sabbath  curtain,  which  became 
badly  rubbed  and  threadbare  in  several 
places.  Fortunately,  Mrs.  Edelman  made  a 
very  generous  curtain,  with  extra-wide  side 
and  bottom  hems  along  with  an  extra  width 
of  brass  fringe  as  well.  Her  generous 
workmanship  proved  most  beneficial  in  the 
conservation  and  restoration  process. 

The  original  restoration  plan  was  to 
carefully  cut  out  the  ornamentation  and  in¬ 
scription  and  reapply  them  to  a  new  gold 
velvet  background.  However,  upon  review, 
the  gold  velvet  seemed  to  be  ‘too  much’  and 
so  the  decision  was  made  to  go  back  to  the 
original  color,  red,  and  a  pure  silk  red 
velvet  was  purchased. 

Mrs.  Edelman  had  used  gold  braid  to 
cover  two  seams  in  the  front  of  the  curtain. 
Following  her  lead,  a  full  width  of  fabric 
was  used  as  the  center  panel  and  a  length 
was  split  in  two  to  add  to  either  side  for  the 
desired  width  of  curtain. 

After  much  study  and  discussion,  the 
center  panel  was  cut  out  of  the  old  curtain, 
the  top  rounded  to  complement  the  ar-

Freedom  and  the  Bear 

While  all  Jews  from  the  four  corners  of 
the  globe  celebrate  the  liberation  from 
Egypt  again  this  year,  one  large  group  of  us 
suffers  under  the  weight  of  an  oppressive 
bear’s  foot.  I  refer  to  the  Jews  of  the  Soviet 
Union,  persecuted  and  oppressed  during 
this  past  year  to  an  extent  rare  in  recent 
times. 

The  Soviet  Communist  leader  Andropov 
was  in  power  a  relatively  short  period  of 
time.  The  ultimate  effect  of  his  policies  on 
international  relations  looks  very  bad.  But 
one  thing  is  for  sure,  the  Andropov  sojourn 
was  a  nightmare  for  Soviet  Jews. 

While  as  recently  as  1979  over  fifty-one 
thousand  Jews  were  able  to  come  out  of  the 
Soviet  Union,  last  year  there  was  a  trickle, 
just  a  few  Jews  a  month.  The  Soviet  leader¬ 
ship  apparently  felt  that  it  was  not  in  their 
interest  to  open  the  valve,  and  so  they  near¬ 
ly  closed  it  off.  They  decided  to  show  Jews 
that  freedom  means  nothing  at  all.  More 
than  that,  that  Jewish  freedom  is  an 
anathema  and  that  Jewish  liberty  must  be 
snuffed  out. 

World  Jewry  has,  with  good  reason, 
reacted  in  outrage.  The  Soviet  state  is,  to¬ 
day,  the  most  powerful  anti-Semitic  state  in 
the  world.  It  may  be  hard  to  imagine  why,  if 
Jews  are  so  disliked,  the  Soviets  should 
want  to  nonetheless  keep  them  around.  But 
we  should  know  well  that  totalitarian  states 
need  scapegoats  to  persecute.  And  it  should 
be  no  surprise  that  Jews  play  that  role  in  the 
pernicious  Soviet  state. 

What  can  the  Jewry  of  the  free  world  do? 
To  some  extent,  we  can  support  the  policies 
of  free  governments  which  may  give 
Western  countries  some  degree  of  leverage 
with  the  Soviet  Union.  This  may  help. 
However,  there  is  one  important  step  that 
we  can  take  and  that  is  a  step  which 
demonstrates  our  support  for  Soviet  Jews: 
March! 

Can  you  imagine  the  courage  it  takes  to 


defy  the  Soviet  Union?  Single  people  stan¬ 
ding  up  against  a  giant  despotic  bear?  They 
are  lions  of  Judah,  our  Soviet  brothers  and 
sisters,  and  one  thing  which  I  know  we  can 
do  for  them  is  demonstrate  our  solidarity 
with  them. 

Solidarity  is  not  so  difficult  to  express, 
for  it  is  not  a  concept  at  all.  It  requires  us  to 
march.  On  Sunday,  May  6,  masses  of  Jews 
will  gather  for  Solidarity  Sunday.  Now  is 
the  time  to  note  this  on  your  own  personal 
calendars.  Be  here  at  the  Synagogue  on  the 
morning  of  May  6  to  join  our  Men’s  Club, 
to  march  behind  our  banner  and  to  say  to 
the  persecuted  that  they  have  good  reason 
to  hope:  for  we  are  with  them.  We  are  all 
one  Jewish  community,  and  we  will  stand 
by  them  to  support  their  valiant  efforts  to 
be  free. 

To  march  on  Solidarity  Sunday  —  that 
should  be  a  resolution  made  around  the 
Seder  table  this  year,  a  resolution  that  will 
encourage  more  of  our  people  to  be 
delivered  from  Egypt  this  year.

chitecture  of  the  Ark.  But  before  this  could 
be  done,  all  the  gold  threads  and  bullion 
were  restored;  replacement  pieces  were 
found  and  used;  every  possible  piece  was 
saved. 

Another  problem  to  be  overcome  in  the 
restoration  process  was  to  compensate  in 
some  way  for  the  stretching  of  the  original 
material,  which  was  making  the  curtain  sag 
badly.  The  decision  was  made  to  lightly  pad 
the  areas  which  had  stretched.  A  fine 
dacron  fill  was  used  for  this  purpose  and  it 
was  stitched  to  the  ground  fabric  so  that  it 
would  not  slide  down  or  bunch  up  when  the 
curtain  was  hung. 

The  original  backing  fabric  was  still  quite 
sturdy  and  it  was  felt  it  could  be  reused.  It 
seemed  appropriate  to  try  to  keep  as  much 
of  the  original  materials  as  possible  while 
making  the  necessary  selective  decisions  to 
ensure  the  longevity  of  the  curtain. 

As  seen  now,  the  bottom  intricate  floral 
gold  work,  which  was  originally  at  the  top 
of  the  curtain,  was  cut  out  and  is  now  reap¬ 
plied  to  the  bottom  of  the  applique. 

The  Sabbath  Ark  Curtain  is  fully 
restored  to  its  original  splendor  and  is  in 
use.  This  coming  summer,  the  other  two 
Ark  curtains  and  the  36  Torah  mantles  will 
be  restored.

In  a  city  as  large  and  diverse  as 
New  York,  it  takes  more  effort  to  do  this 
than  in  a  small  community  where  everyone 
knows  the  needs  of  one  another  without  be¬ 
ing  told. 

The  Holiday  Sharing  Committee  needs 
your  help  to  make  our  synagogue  com¬ 
munity  into  a  small  town.  If  you  are  unable 
to  offer  your  home  at  Passover,  perhaps 
you  can  at  another  time  of  the  year.  And  if 
you  are  alone  in  this  big  city  at  holiday 
time,  let  us  know.  If  you  don’t  tell  us,  how 
can  we  know?

Rules  For  Observance 
Of  Passover  At  Home 

Forbidden  Foods 

Certain  foods  are  forbidden  to  be  used 
on  Passover.  They  include  those  foods 
prepared  from  five  species  of  grain  — 
wheat,  barley,  oats,  spelt  and  rye  —  that 
has  been  allowed  to  leaven.  Any  food  con¬ 
taining  even  a  minute  amount  of  this 
leavened  grain  is  forbidden  on  Passsover. 
In  addition,  rice,  millet,  corn,  peas  and 
beans  have  been  added  to  the  list  of  pro¬ 
hibited  foods  by  the  Rabbis. 

Therefore,  bread,  cake,  cookies  and 
crackers  are  prohibited,  as  well  as  cereals 
made  from  these  grains.  Alcoholic 
beverages  (including  wines)  are  forbidden 
as  well,  unless  they  are  certified  Kosher  for 
Passover.  Since  all  mixtures  of  leavened  or 
fermented  grains  are  prohibited,  foods  such 
as  candies  and  soft  drinks  must  contain  a 
Kosher  for  Passover  certification  to  be  used 
on  Passover.  Commercially  produced 
cakes,  cookies  and  mixes  which  are  certified 
Kosher  for  Passover  by  rabbinical  authority 
are  permissible. 

Permitted  Foods 

Permited  without  a  Kosher  for  Passover 
label:  fruits  and  vegetables  (except  for  those 
mentioned  above)  in  both  their  natural  and 
frozen  states.  String  beans  are  permitted. 
Coffee,  sugar,  tea,  salt,  pepper  and  garlic 
are  permitted  without  a  special  label,  pro¬ 
vided  no  other  ingredient  has  been  added  to 
them. 

Dishes  and  Utensils 

Only  dishes  and  utensils  specially  reserv¬ 
ed  for  Passover  should  be  used.  It  is  possi¬ 
ble,  however,  to  kosher  utensils  made 
wholly  of  metal  and  which  are  used  during 
the  year  by  thoroughly  scouring  them, 
allowing  them  to  stand  unused  for  24 
hours,  and  then  immersing  them  in  boiling 
water.  All  table  glassware  is  permitted  after 
thorough  scouring. 

Pots  and  pans  made  wholly  of  metal 
which  are  used  for  cooking  (though  not  for 
baking)  may  be  koshered  by  being  washed 
thoroughly,  waiting  24  hours,  and  them  im¬ 
mersing  them  in  boiling  water.  Vessels 
made  wholly  of  metal,  but  used  for  broil¬ 
ing,  may  be  koshered  by  scouring  and  then 
heating  them  until  they  are  red  hot. 

All  utensils  used  for  baking  during  the 
year  cannot  be  used  for  Passover.  Earthen¬ 
ware,  enamelware  and  porcelain  utensils  us¬ 
ed  during  the  year  may  not  be  used  during 
Passover.

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It  Is  Hard  To  Be  A  Jew 
In  The  Soviet  Union 

Imagine  for  a  moment  that  while  at  a 
Purim  celebration  with  friends  and  family 
the  police  enter  your  house,  search  your 
belongings  and  threaten  to  arrest  you.  Im¬ 
agine  the  fear,  the  anger,  the  outrage. 

Last  year  in  the  Soviet  Union,  children’s 
parties  were  interrupted,  Purim  plays  were 
stopped  and  Soviet  Jewish  refuseniks  were 
warned  that  no  Jewish  cultural  activities 
were  allowed. 

Yet,  despite  mounting  pressure  on  Soviet 
Jews  to  abandon  their  religious  and  cultural 
ties,  they  do  not.  Reports  from  the  Soviet 
Union  indicate  that  more  and  more  Soviet 
Jews  are  celebrating  the  Purim  Festival. 
“Ten  years  ago’’,  a  Leningrad  refusenik 
said,  “only  a  few  religious  Jews  ever  heard 
of  the  Megillat  Esther.  But  now,  even  Jews 
who  are  not  particularly  religious  put  on 
fancy  clothes,  bake  their  own  traditional 
Hamantaschen  and  have  parties,  not  only 
for  the  children,  but  also  for  the  adults.” 

Purim  teaches  us  that  we  must  look  to  the 
resources  of  the  entire  Jewish  people  in 
times  of  crisis.  For  Soviet  Jews,  many  of 
whom  have  waited  over  15  years  to  emigrate 
to  Israel,  this  is  a  very  important  message. 
Each  of  us  must  take  responsibility  for  the 
well-being  and  survival  of  the  Jewish  peo¬ 
ple. 

As  Esther  called  upon  her  people,  Soviet 
Jews  call  on  us.  And,  as  the  Jews  in 
Shushan  answered  the  call,  so  must  we.  On 
May  6,  when  the  Greater  New  York  Con¬ 
ference  on  Soviet  Jewry  sponsors  it  annual 
Solidarity  Sunday  for  Soviet  Jewry,  BE 
THERE  to  raise  your  voice  with  tens  of 
thousands  of  others.
